Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner called on Monday, August 13, 2007, to verify what the 
applicant believed his claimed invention to be, with regards to claim 2 and the calcination temperature. Additionally, 
the examiner questioned the attorney with regards to claim 10, if the applicant intended to recite amorphous instead of 
anatase. Claim 21 has been included due to its similarity to claims 2 and 10. The attorney responded Wednesday, 
August 14, 2007, at 1 1PM in a voice message that he did not believe he would be able to get in touch with the 
applicants in India. He further stated that he believed that the possible novel invention was the addition of a dopant 
and that an amendment would probably be made to add the contents of claim 2 to claim 1 . He further assumed that 
claim 10 recited anatase based on the intention of the applicants.
